Oil tho assumption of oflice by the 
new Ministry the opportunity those 
gentlemeu have professed to desire for 
tho Adjustment of existing differences 
between this Province and Canada will 
then be afforded. In the interests of 
the countiy it is sincerely to be hoped 
that the policy they may devise will be 
of a nature to enlist tho sympathy and 

^approval of all, for we apprehend that 
at the present moment it would be ex- 
tremely injudicious on their part to at- 
tempt to fi'amo a policy that would 
cause jealousies of a local character to 
spring up. "In Union is Strength," 
and. in disunion, ^[consequently, there 
•will, bo found a charaoteristic weakness 
of ■which' eitbor politie"&l party at the 
federal Capital will avail itself with 
avidity. The hour of tho incoming 
goveinment will shortly be at hand. 
Their opportunity will soon have arriv- 
ed, and tho electors will watch their 

- movements mth'more than usual in- 
terest Those who may comprise tho 
now cabinet have been most prolific of 
promises and with a natural eagerness 
the people will await their fuUilmcnt. 
In days gone bye it has been the Prov- 
ince's gi'eat misfortune that her leading 
-men. have been too prone in their de- 
sire ito.benefit certain sections of tho 
country, to overlook the fact that in so 
doing they have fed the fires of dissen- 
sion. During ilr. Elliott's administra- 
tion the House was unanimously in fa- 
vor of his railway and ;lry-dock policy, 
so it cannot bo, laid to his door that he 
was at any time guilty of creating local 
prejudices. It is on record, however, 
that "some three years since they really 
did exist and worked irreparable wrong 
to tho Province. On former occasions 
wo have pointed out that in consider- 
ing the question of route for tho trans- 
continental railway — in making it tho 
paramount feature of so great a nation- 
al undertaking — the main point — con-, 
struction and justice to British Colum- 
bia — was almost entirely lost sight of. 
In the struggle for benefits of a local 
nature, the one gi'eat benefit to tho 
country was allowed to go by the board. 
It woidd be an insult to the intelligence 
of the people to insmuate that they 
have not 'ere this realized the disas- 
trous consequences that resulted from 
lack of unanimity. Late in tho day as 
it is, they now see the fatal error sev- 
eral of their representatives have made 
in pressing for sectional favors 
when a compact and solid front would 
have obtained so much of intrinsic val- 
ue to the entire community. They 
cannot yet be unmindful of the fact 
that when the Island and the upper 
portion of the Mainland pronounced 
strongly in favor of tho Cariian-on 
Terms certain representatives from the 
lower sections of the Mainland retorted 
that no such terms existed. They have 
not yet forgotten that whenever an 
Island member said "Bute" a Mainland 
member cried "Fraser," and having 
those circumstances vividly impressed 
ujion their minds as a matter of course 
they must now be aware that they af- 
forded politicians at Ottawa an excuse 
for further delay in railway construc- 
tion. At last, however, the question 
of rotUe has been settled, and although 
that via the Praser has been adopted 
in preference to that by way of Bute 
Inlet it is to be hoped that suflicient 
patriotism may -be found amongst rep- 
resentatives from Island constituencies 
to unite ^vith members from tho jMain- 
land in framing a policy that will sink 
for the nonce all local prejudices that 
will arrive at some hapjiy and generally 
satisfactory solution of the long-pend- 
ing railway question. To accomplish 
anything of real and lasting benefit to 
the Province the new House will find 
it necessary to present a firm and un- 
animous front. The desires of tho peo- 
ple of the Island must be consulted in 
common with those of the population 
of tho Mainland; but the interests of 
the biie must not be permitted to militate 
against the interests of the other. Tho 
new Premier and his colleagues must 
realize the gravity of the occasion; di- 
vest it of .its sectio'iial bearings and 
prove themselves capable of dealing 
with so important a national question 
by devising a broad Provincial policy 
tliat will secure. beneficial results to all 
sections. If they fail in this they fail 
to fulfil their pledges to the electors 
and will, no doubt, in the course of 
time meet with their just reward. We 
can only reiterate that the opportunity 
they have 2)rofcssed to be so eager to 
embrace will shortly be presented, and 
for the welfare of this -young but rap- 
idly progi'essing Province we trust they 
will be found equal to tho emergency 
and will not permit local prejudices to 
overwhelm and destroy the main issues. 
With firm but moderate action much at 
this critical juncture may be accom- 
plished; but with an ill-tempered and 
precipitate policy much already ob- 
tained may also be lost forever.

THE $20,000 BY-LA"W. 

The passage of tho By-law to raise 
a loan of $20,000 to pay ofi' tlio floating 
indebtedness of the Municipality by a 
majority of twenty-seven votes, settles 
the longdisputcd question of the advisa- 
bility of constructing a*City Hall at 
this lime. Tho proposition was con- 
cealed beneath a thin veil^but the rato- 
payei"s knew well what lay behind it, 
and voted understaudingly. The adop- 
tion of the By-law is an adoption of the 
City Hall policy of a majority of the 
Council. Tliere is no room for doubt 
on that head: and the l.iuilding will now 
go on apace, whilst the. Mayor and 
Councillors will rejoice that with the 
sanction of the Ratepayers they have 
escaped a personal liability of $20,000. 
For their escape wo are not sorry; but 
we stUl think- that the town might have 
rubbed along a few years more without 
ft City HalL

ALE.XANDRIA, April 27tL 

The return of Captain Burton and 
his party from the Land of Midian at 
the beginning of this week is already 
known by telegraph in England. Tho 
object of tho expedition was to examine 
into tho mineral wealth of the country, 
which hitherto has been very little vis- 
ited by travellers, and is only imper- 
feciJy known to geographera , -Yet the 
minerals of Midian were known in both 
biblical and classical times. Everybody 
remembers how Moses, when ho lied 
from tho face of Pharaoh, dwelt in the 
land of Midian and married the priest's 
daughter; and how, notwithstanding 
this. {Ulimice, the children of Israel, af- 
ter the ExoduB, vexed by the wives of 
the Midianities, made war upon them 
and slow their kings, and burnt their 
cities and their goodly castles, and 
spoiled them of "gold, silver, brass, 
iron, tin, and lead, and jewels of gold, 
chains and bracelets, rings, earrings, 
and. tablets;" and how Moses ordered 
the wrought jewels of gold to bo brought 
into tho Tabernacle as a memorial. It 
is equally well known, too, how tho 
Romans long afterwards again worked 
the mines whence these metals wore 
dug, and many are the traces of their 
work which Captain Burton has recent- 
ly found. Yet, next to nothing is now 
known of tho country, its wild wastes 
of rock, its barren ^mlleys and precipit- 
ous mountains, its vast half-worked 
mines, its ruined cities, and its wander- 
ing and savage population. That it 
lies to the east of tho Red Sea, that it 
belongs, for some mysterious reason, to 
Egypt, is about all ninety-nine out of 
every hundred people know about it. 
Captain Burton's two expeditions will 
have at least one gootl result — they will 
instruct tho people. 

The expedition left Suez December 
10, 1877, and ratumed there on April 
20, 1878. During the four months of 
hard travelling and voyaging upwards 
of 2,500 miles, they only lost one sol- 
dier, who died of fever. They brought 
home some 25 tons of geological speci- 
mens to illustrate the general geologi- 
cal formation of the land; six cases of 
Colorado and Negro ore; five cases of 
ethnological and antropological collec- 
tions — such as Midianite coins, inscrip- 
tions in Nabathean and Cufic, remainder 
of worked stones, fragments of smelted 
metals, glass and pottery; upwards of 
200 sketches in oil and water colours, 
photographs of the chief ruins, includ- 
ing catacombs, and of a classical tem- 
ple, apparently of Greek art; and, final- 
ly, maps and plans of the whole coun- 
try, including 32 ruined cities, some of 
whose names can be restored by consult- 
ing Strabo and Ptolemy,be3ide3 sketch- 
. es of many ateliers where perambulating 
bands like the gipsies of ancient and 
modem times seem to have carried on 
simple mining operations. 

Among the specimens are argentifer- 
ous and cupriferous ores from Northern 
Midian, and auriferous rocks from 
Southern. There are collections from 
three turquoise mines, the northern, 
near Aynuneh, already worked; the 
southern,'near Ziba, still scratched by 
the Arabs; and the central, until now 
unknown save to the Bodouin& There 
are, moreover, three great sulphure 
beds, the northern and the southern, 
belonging to the secondary formation 
(now invaded by the trap granite), and 
the centre, near the port of Mo-wilah, 
of pyretic origin. Rock salt accom- 
panies the brimstone, and there are two 
large natural salt lakes. The whole of 
the secondary formation supplies fine 
gypsum, and in parts of it are quarries 
of alabaster, which served to build the 
ruins of JNIagliair, Sheeayb, Madiama 
(of Ptolemy), and of Haura (Louko Ko- 
me), the southernmost part of western 
Nabathea, 

The caravan consisted of eight Eu- 
ropeans, three Egyptian officers of the 
staff and two of the line, 25 soldiers 
and 30 miners, 10 mules, and about 
100 camels. After reinspection of the 
ancient workings of thepreciouflmetals, 
passing the traditional site of Moses' 
Well, they marched upon Makna, the 
port, and spent a week digging into 
and extracting veins of silver which 
thread the quartz, carelessly cupeled 
specimens yielding 15 to 20 per cent 
of silver. They passed through the 
lovely Wady Daumah, once teeming 
with fertility, now laid waste by the Be- 
douin, "the fathers of the desert." 
They discovered the ruins of the city 
of Cheewak (the Souka of Ptolemy), 
which, with its outlying surburbs, its 
aqueducts carefully built with cement, 
its barrages across tho villages heads, 
its broken catacombs, its furnaces and 
vast tisinea covering some four miles. 
Here and'elsowhere the 'furnaces were 
carefully searched. The Colorado 
quartz-ore and the chloritic greenstone, 
used as flux showed what ore had pcen 
treated; but so painstaking were these 
old miners that not the minutest trace 
of metal was left to tell its own tall, 
Sheewak was evidently a city of work- 
men, probably of slave workmen. A 
few miles to the south lay Shaghab, 
the ruins of which, far superior in site 
and construction, suggested the resid- 
ence of the wealthy mine-owners. 
Here the expedition turned west. 
Tlie country was barren, roadless, and 
very thinly inhabited, but they came 
upon the ruinous traces of mining oper- 
ation at every stage. March 5 th, they 
arrived at the flourishing little port of 
Ziba (Zibber on the liydrographic chart), 
built with the remnants of some older 
town. Near Ziba was found the southern- 
most of the turquoise mines. Its natives 
liave learnt the . art .of;j;prombtiii'g the 
growth of pearls by'Siserting "a ""grain 
of sand into, each oyster. 

The .third, or southern excursion, 
which Captain Burton was enabled to 
undertake by the dispatch of a second 
ship and another month's food from 
Suer, proved by far the most interest- 
ing to mineralogist and archajologiat 
alike. Gold mining ovidehtlly takes 
the place of silver and copper extract- 
ing, and the vast traces of labors of the 



scientific old miners in shafting and 
tunneling teach exactly their .modus 
operandi The Marreh, or volcanic 
district, which they inspected, extends 
as far as Yembo, and possibly as far as 
Medina, the Holy City. It is coveretl 
with rums of mining works, and the 
expedition found gold threading and 
filming tho basalt, which led them to 
believe this district to be tho focus of 
the mineralogical outcrop. Meanwhile, 
M. Mario, the mining engineer, pro- 
ceeded to the southoni depot of sul- 
[)hur, and discovered a third hill dis- 
tant only two inilea from a navigable 
bay. He secured siiecimeus of this 
rock and also of chalcedony, the mater- 
ial of the finely-engraved seals and 
amulets worked by .the natives. Ho 
found, and the wliole party afterwards 
visited, an outcrop of quartz, in mounds, 
hillocks, and gigantic reefs, calletl 
"A))el jMarwah," «nd the disused works, 
of great extent, were surveyed. Tho 
caravan, no^ guided by the Balhy 
tribe, which claims some of the old 
mining districts, left tho port of Wedj, 
March 23, and visited the ruins of Em 
el Karayyat ("INIothor of Villages"), 
where tho remains of mining operations 
lie scattered about in all directions. In 
parts the'hills of snoivy quartz had 
been so well burrowed into that it has 
fallen in. All the shafts and passages 
were duly explored. Tlio precious met- 
al was extracted from the rose coloured 
schist veining tho quartz and specimons 
of free gold appeared. Tho next march 
showed tho IJm el Kharab ("Mother of 
Desolation"), in which an extensive 
vein had been worked, and ])illars of 
quartz loft standing between roof and 
floor. Travelling through a land once 
rich and pro.sporous as mining could 
make it, now the very jjieturo of dreary 
desolation, tho travellers reached tlio 
plain El Beda (Bodias of Ptolemy). 
Here the hills of red porphyry wore 
covered with religious inscriptions in 
the Cufic and modem Arab characters; 
nothing Nabathean occun-ed. On April 
8th, after traversing another quartz 
country, the expedition reached their 
Ultima Thule, the Wady Hamz, the 
great gap worked by wator in tho 
maritime mountain chain which forms 
the highway for pilgrims returning 
from Medina, and constitutes tho fron- 
tier between Egypt and the Iledjaz, 
which belongs to Turkey. Hero a 
pleasant surprise awaited the party. 
On the southern brink of this wild wa- 
tor course was the site of a beautiful 
little temple, built of while and varie- 
gated alabaster, dug from neighboring 
quarries. The foundations alone were 
left, and a few yoai-s ago tlu; place was 
a tumulus into which the Arabs dug 
for treasure. The Wady had washeil 
away the northern wall, and the ailja- 
cent bed was strewn with fragments of 
columns, bases and capitals, all of ala- 
baster and cut in the siin])lest and pur- 
est style of Greek art. Can this bo u 
vestige of that ill-fated expedition, in 
whicli ^Elius Callus was foiled by the 
traitor Nabathajsusl 

This closed the expedition. The 
parly returned to Suez, and arrived in 
Cairo the 21st of April. Thoy received 
a most courteous welcome from his 
Highness the Khedive. Specimens of 
their ores will be sent to Paris and 
London; the rest will be analyzed in 
Cairo by a local commission, while the 
curiosities of all kinds will be exhibited 
first in Carlo and then sent to the Paris 
Exhibition. So ends the story. After 
all allowance made for the traveller's 
love of the scene of his labours, it must 
be admitted that the Land of Midian 
is a wonderful place. As one hears of 
the mines that are spread over the 
country, with their shafts and their 
tunnels, their furnaces and their bar- 
rages, the towns of workmen, and the 
cities of mine owners, one begins to 
understand why "all King Solomon's 
drinking vessels were of gold, none 
were of silver, it was nothing accounted 
of in the days of Solomon." And when 
one reads of tho mines that are yet un- 
worked, with quartz and their Colorado 
ore, one feels tempted to ask why the 
Khedive at Cairo, like Solomon at 
Jerusalem, should not "make silver 
and gold as plenteous as stones." But 
hithcrlo brilliant prospects for Egj'pt 
have turned out very gray-toned reali- 
tiea 'So we Egyptians are content 
once more to possess our souls in pati- 
ence untill tho cool and cautious capi- 
talists of Paris and London put their 
hands into their pockets, and pay the 
Khedive a handsome royalty', and turn 
the Land of Midian into a limited lia- 
bility company, One thing is certain. 
This dead country of Midian, thus 
suddenly brought back to life, is no 
fabulous land, where all tho vv-orki can 
go and pick up gold and silver. Its 
development will need capital as well as 
science, and Egypt must, therefori?, Ijo 
content with a royalty and leave tho. 
risk and the work to foreign skill and 
cnterpiise.

This is an octio'n of replevin. The 
plaintiff admits all the circumatonccs of 
the alleged trespass, but denies the val- 
idity of the by-uw under:whioh Ids -cow 
was impomnded : it will, therefore, bo 
necossoty to review the law. After tho 
title of Victoria City By-laws Nos. 1, 5, 
& 32, the first paragraph of each com- 
mences with tho following words: '-Wo 
the Mayor and Councillors," &c. : tho Ist 
and 5th end with "enact, or be it enact- 
ed;" but tho Pound Law, (No. 32) omits 
these words, leaving the sentence" 'unfin- 
ished ; and tho paragraph is followed by 
a preamble, which ought to havo gono 
before it, immediately after the title. 
Seotion No. 1 is evidently meant to es- 
tablish a pi^blic pound ; and to have a 
pound keeptJr appointed: but it is so 
olunuily worded and punctuated that it 
anintontionally imxiounds tho pound keop- 
or,ia8 well as tho swine, goats, &c. Sec- 
tion 2, taken in connection' with 4, 8 and 
20, is the ponal clause of tho by-law. 
Section 39 would bo improved by omitting 
tho word "thereby." Query, what ani- 
mal does "each horned cattle,!' m section 
8 refer to] Mostof these obsorvations apply 
to more grammatical errors, which in law 
amount to nothing. But suppose a pound 
keeper to bo ploced in the position of a 
justice of tho peace, with power on view, 
to fine the o-wnor of certain animals found 
ti'ospassing in the city, and order each an- 
imal so trespassing to be impounded un- 
til the fine bo piaid ;.th"e question arises 
imder what clause of the municipal By- 
law has he jurisdiction over cows / Oows 
are not included in auction 2, which cre- 
ates the nuisance ; nnd this is tho only 
clause which doolarca what shall bo term- 
ed a naisance : for the preamble which 
refers to horned cattle forms no' part of 
the set itself. (Holt CG2, &c., Chitty, 
Commercial Law, v. i. p. 278.) The 
learned commentator on summary con- 
viction, Palay, says another indisponsa- 
blo property of u conviction is certainty:" 
and ho quotes Lord Chief Justico Holt, 
who said "a conviction must bo certain, 
and not taken by collection. " (R. v. Ful- 
ler, Paley, p. 141.) Upon another occas- 
ion Lord Holt said in a case of a summary 
conviction on s poiiol siatule, "Everyone 
knows that thin, being a penal law, ought 
in equity and reason to be construed ac- 
cording to the letter and no further. (Pa- 
ley, p. 144.) Mr. Justice BuUer says 
"The court in considering convictions, is 
always strict in two or throe pohits; first, 
that a jurisdiction is shown by tho poraon 
convicting; secondly, that tho party has 
beon Bummonod; thirdly, that tlio case ia 
made out in evidence. (R. v. Green, 
Palov p. 143.) Upon the whole, I am of 
opinion that there is no -summary jurisdic- 
tion given by tho Victoria City Pound By- 
law 1877, to tho Pound-keeper, or to any 
other officer of tho corporation, over cows 
trespassing within the city limits. I 
therefore give judgment in favor of the 
plointifTwith costs.

Tho Etizeka Process. 



At No. 10 Stevenson street, (San Fran- 
cisco) R. F. L. Hallock, tho inventor of 
the abovo mentioned method for the treat- 
ment of refractory ores, can bo found, 
ready to explain tho nature and advantages 
thereof, save, of course, tho secret that 
constitutes tho moat distinctive feature. 
Mr. H. claims a long exporionco as a prac- 
tical motallurgist, having boon fig}\t.ing tho 
the rebollous ore problem ever since tho 
auinmor of 1852, when ho first tackled it 
in Sierra County. Ho has beon waging 
tho combat with the occult forces of cho- 
mistry ever since, and feels satisfied that 
he has at >laat got the better of them. 
'As evidence of this, ho proposes to tako 
the most stubboni ore and extract th-jro- 
froin the gold and silver, within 5 per 
cent, or G per cent, of tho total it contains, 
at a cost never to exceed $10, and ordin- 
arily not more than ?4 or 85 per ton. To 
this end the ore, after being roducod to 
tho size of cherries, or a little smaller, by 
being passed through a rock-breaker is 
roasted in a furnace, not vorj' unlike thoso 
in uso, save that the structure ia conical 
in form, tho-sidos approaching each other 
at the top. Tho advantages of this shape 
ore that tho heat is more concentrated or 
rather prevented from escaping so readily 
from the stack, while tho slag is less like- 
ly to adhero to its inner surface. At the 
top of tho chimney a condenser is afti.xod, 
being either in the shape of an aperture, 
for adniitting tlio air, or a cono with a 
npriiy of water. Tho floor of tho furnace 
ia covered with asbestos and is sot at an 
angle Buinciontly steox) to facilitate tho 
discharge uf tho roasted ore, which falls 
into a tank, filled with a chemical solu- 
tion; that, after a short retention, oxidizes 
tho iron, docouipusod, or, at least, greatly 
softens tho ganguo, disintegrating in fact, 
all tlio integral parts of tho ore, whilo it 
so burnishoB tho precious metals that tho 
quicksilver seizes and holds them with 
greater roadinoss, the amalgamation being 
ofioctod in a pan constructed for the pur- 
pose. To this i)lan of treatment, tho 
Meadow Lake ore, tho most mulish in 
tho country, bus succumbed readily, nnd 
the inventor foola sure that ho can reduce 
thoso at an exponao, on tho ground, not to 
exceed QG or ifS per ton. Tho cost of tho 
works will, of course, vary with capacity. 
But a furn.ico with necoaaary appendages, 
capable of handling 20 tons per day, can 
bo put up in California for about tJVOO, 
ami it will even bo possible to put up ono 
of a wider style and of leas capacit)', but 
equally oiTectual, for half that amount. It 
is proper to state, in tliia connection, that 
Mr. Hallock claims leaa niorit for his pro- 
coas on tho acoro of close working than of 
choapuosa, tho cost of hia furnace as well 
as of operating it being oxtroinoly moder- 
uto. — Afiniiuj and Scientific l'rei3, June Int.

Haley if her 
husband was there, but receiving an 
answer in tho nogntivo he accused hor 
of lying to him, -broke in the door with 
an nxo and knocked Mrs. Haley down, 
boating nnd kicking her Boveroly. She 
■was at once brought into the city, but 
on her way to the receiv ing ho.spital 
•wan prematurely delivered of a still- 
born ciiild nnd now lies in a very pro- 
carious condition. Porter has not yet 
been arrested. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Wahiiingto.v, Juno If). — Soinn of 
the Pacific Coa.st items contained in 
tho Rivor and Harbor Appropriation 
Bill as finally passed by both houses 
aro for a canal around tho Cascades of 
tho Columbia, $150,000; for tho Lower 
Willamette and Columbia, §30,000; for 
Upper Columbia nnd Snako River, 
§20,000; for improvement at tho mouth 
of the Cohinibia, §5,000. Tho bill 
also directs surveys to bo made by 
army engineers at Crescent City nnd 
Humboldt Rivor, Cala., and Coos Bay 
nnd Capo Foul Weather, Oregon, to 
ascertain the pr{acticat>ility and expe- 
diency of suggested improvements. 

EUROPE. 
London, Juno 17. — ^The Observer 
says it has reason to believe Austria 
nnd Russia havo reached an under- 

Htnnding by wliich tho interests of 
Austria and Hungary will bo protected 
in tho same \;a.y tlint tlio English in- 
terests nro protected by agreement be- 
tween Lord Salisbury and Count 
Scliouvaloff. The premature publica- 
tion of letters by the Globe is generally 
believed to have beon procured by Rus- 
fiian diplomntista v.'ith the object of 
quieting tlio excitement in Russia about 
tho supposed concessionH to England. 

BEKiiiN, June 17. — It is stated that 
Russia ■ft'ill refuse to evacuate Turkish 
territory in Roumnnia or to liberate 
prisonora of war until Shumla and 
Varna have been surrendered, the latter 
being required by tho treaty of San 
Stofaiio as well ns by former negotia- 
tions at Constniitinople. 

Tlio Btatouicnt comes from Paris that 
Persia claims admission on tho . ground 
that tho settlement of the eaatewi ques- 
tion necessarily affects Persian in- 
terests. 

Tho Emperor sat up nearly nil day 
Saturday and is progressing favorably. 

St. Peteiihbuuo, Juno 17.— The 
condition of tho Empress iif improving 
and no more bulletins will be issued. 

London, Juno 17. — A dispatch from 
Constantinople asserts that the Turkish 
delegates have beon instructed to with- 
draw from the congress and declare 
that Turkey i)'rcfei's to execute the 
stipulations of the treaty of Siiu Sto- 
faiio if the congi'csB decides to grant 
autonomy to Epirius, Thessiily, Bosnia 
and Herzegovina. . 

A meeting to bo held at Accrington 
to-day expects to result in the resump- 
tion of work in the mills. 

Vienna, Juno 16. — The mobilization 
of Austrian troops is. assuming larger 
proportions. 

Raousa, Juno 17. — A report was 
current here yesterday that hostilities 
had commenced between the Turks nnd 
Montcnegi'ina, but up to tho proseiit 
time no confirmation has been received. 
Montenegrins were actively fortifying 
their southern frontiers. All tho insur- 
gent chiefs of Herzegovina were in 
Centinji to-day at tho Matelon of Moii- 
to. ' The object of the meeting is un- 
known. 

A telcgi'am from Constantinoplo re- 
ports that the British consuls will go 
to Rliodopo mountains on Thursday to 
enquiro into tho condition of destitute 
refugees there. 

Beiilin, J.une,17.— It is stated in 
some quarters that the documents print- 
ed in London on the 13th inst contain- 
ed tho proposals submitted by Russia 
and rejected by England, nnd that 
tlioir publication was procured by Rus- 
sians to prove that they are not repug- 
nant to English public opinion and thus 
to limit the concessions whicli English 
representativesw-may ,demaj^d -, in the 
Congress. - ■ " !'•>•.' ^ 

London, Juno 17.— T]ie ■q^uestions. 
wliich threaten tho success of the "Con- 
gress are believed to bo the cession of 
Antivnri to llontonegi'o, tho position 
of Rouniania in relation to Turkey and 
of the administration and government- 



al organization o£ Boumania'and Bes- 
sarabia will be yielded to the personal 

wishes of the Gznr, and Roumania will 
accept Hobrudscha in exchange. Terri- 
torial coiices.sioiis in Armenia will not 
meet with opposition from England 
and the question of war indemnity will 
bo settled by the appointment of a 
commission to collect the Turkish rev- 
enues and pay a certain proportion to 
Russia annually, or to capitalize such 
proportion by foreign loan pay and tho 
Russian claim. In these speculations 
no account is taken of tho possible op- 
position from the Turks to the wishes 
of the Czar. Ichadosa Pasha is mak- 
ing'proparations for vigorous ropresen- 
tation of Turkish interests. 

London, Juno 17. — Tho Duke of 
Richmond and Gordon replying to Earl 
Granville in tho Houso| of Lords, to- 
day, said tho memorial of the agree- 
ment between England and Russia, 
publi.slied recently, was surreptitiously 
procured through .some person having 
access to confidential papers. As an 
explanation of the Government policy 
ho said it was incomplete and therefore 
inaccurate Tho Government would at 
tho earliest moment give tho fullest in- 
formatioiL 

Beulin, Juno 17. — The session of 
tho^congress to-day lasted nearly three 
hours. Tlio question of tho ndmision 
of Greece was definitely brought for- 
ward. No decision was reached. Tho 
question has assumed more importance 
than was at first expected. Confidence 
in a peaceful result which will insure 
legitimate influence in the case of pow- 
ers powerfully interested, is increasing. 
An understanding between Russia nnd 
Austria is considered certain. 

CONSTANTINOI'LE, JuUO 17. Bag- 

gngo belonging to Russian hcad-quar- 
tors was removed from San Stefano 

to-day. It is not known whether Gen. 
Todlebcn is going North or towards the 
center of the Russian lino.

Sad accounts are received at Quebec 
of the cruel suflerings of the people of 
Labrador. The fisheries failed them 
last Fall, and the traders who gave 
them pro\nsions in barter, for their 
fish and oil, abandoned the territory, 
not caring to lot the wretched people 
liave goods on credit. Thus, before 
Winter set in, tho whole population 
was loft to starve or subsist on fish of- 
fnl, for crops aro impossible on that 
sterile shore. Whole families havo 
lived through the Winter on rotten 
half-frozen carcases of seals driven 
ashoro by the ico floes. Others havo 
kept bod3' and soul together by devour- 
ing tho nauseous flesh of tho black-loup 
mnrin, a species of seal, which in pros- 
perous tiinos would bo shunned even by 
tho dogs. Many deaths have occurred 
from sheer starvation. Of five fami- 
lies containing forty souls in ono set- 
niont only (ivo survive. Scurvy epi- 
demic. The women haunt the shores 
like scojitres picking up the dead .seal, 
while tho men and boys gather ^ea-moss 
or ahoW-Rali.— Boston Joivrnnl.
